The  American  Association  of  Educators  of  Colored 
Youth  was  organized  in  Washington,  D.C.,  March  27, 
1S90,  as  the  result  of  a  conference  of  educators  of  colored 
youth,  called  by  the  College  Alumni  of  Howard  University. 


OBJECT. 


To  secure  harmony  of  action  and  advance  the 
educational  interests  of  colored  youth.  —  Preamble  to 
Constitution. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  person  in  any  way  connected  with  the  educa- 
tion of  colored  youth,  or  interested  therein,  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership. —  Constitution,  Art.  II.
